Days of Our Splits 
(Then, Now and Forever) 


By Jim Bryant 


I'm beginning to feel like a bus geek. Always pushing 
data and crunching numbers. I would rather be wrenching or 
polishing or just sitting behind the wheel watching the fall 
colors slowly go by. Some recent changes in lifestyle have 
provided more time to stop and smell the burning leaves (yes, 
it's still done). There's less time for working on VW projects, 
but more quiet time for panning the Old Bus Registry for 
nuggets of wisdom to pass along. 

There's a saying about Detroit steel that you're better off 
with a car made on Tuesday, Wednesday or Thursday. Mon- 
day and Friday cars suffer more from weekend wishing or 
hangover. I wondered if the same is true of Hanover steel. 
One advantage of Production Plate information is its precision. 
Gather 151 production dates in a computer and it can spit out a 
corresponding number of pieces of worthless insight very fast. 
Give the computer a date and it can tell you what day of the 
week it was more quickly than it took to write this: 


Monday 28 
Tuesday 35 
Wednesday 29 
Thursday 25 
Friday 33 
Saturday SE 
TOTAL 151 


The buses that survived long enough to make it to the 
Old Bus Registry were manufactured pretty evenly throughout 
the work week. There's a slight blip on Tuesdays, but other- 
wise it is fairly even. Then there's that Saturday job. Where 
did that come from? It turns out that Michael Heron's "heli- 
copter rescue" candidate (from earlier article, OBR #60) has 
the only production date on a Saturday. Either some poor soul 
had to make up some time Saturday, May 5, 1962 or Michael's 
eyesight is failing. 

Speaking of failing, I lied a paragraph ago. Those 
numbers didn't quite come out of the computer that quickly. 
The first time I extracted the day-of-week, I got the following: 


Monday 112 
Tuesday 131 
Wednesday 98 
Thursday 99 
Friday 122 
Saturday TSE 
TOTAL 563 


T'd forgotten that the total was the number of M-Codes, 
not the number of buses, but the higher numbers showing up 
on Tuesday and Thursday made me reflect on other possibili- 
ties (after I had corrected my first attempt). Did the higher 
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numbers on Tuesday and Thursday mean that the Hanover 
plant folks did something different on those days? Did they 
make Kombis on Monday and Deluxes on Wednesday? Sheer 
speculation on my part, but it was one more way to look at a 
bunch of numbers:

* I tossed Michael's Saturday-Mobile and I have one 
production date with no model information. 

Three important conclusions can be drawn from this. 
First, as I speculated earlier, I have become a bus geek. 
Second, these numbers are far too small to deduce anything but 
my first point. Third, I need to get onto something meaningful. 

Thank goodness for my recent acquisition of Terry 
Shuler's book _ Volkswagen Then, Now and Forever_. Chroni- 
cling VW progress through our entire split window bus era, 
Mr. Shuler's tome should be part of your collection. With 
period advertisements, comments on model changes, and a 
global approach which blends Type 2 history with the rest of 
the VW marque, his book provides answers to several early 
split bus questions: 

1) When was the 1955 model year really? 

2) Wolfsburg or Hanover-where was my bus made? 

3) When did the Barndoor era end? 

During the writing of David Eccles' Spec Guide the issue 
of model year versus calendar year came up several times. It 
was clear that the two coincided at the start of the Type 2 run 
in 1950. It was also clear that the start of the model year was 
in the summer by the end of the split run in 1967. The Spec 
Guide table of dates and chassis numbers only addresses 
calendar years. The model year is implied (and noted in text). 
Mr. Shuler clarifies some of this: 

"yearly model pattern that started on January Ist, 
and ended on December 31st. The new Volkswagen model 
year would be introduced as of August 1st each year, thus, the 
1955 model year was cut short, lasting only seven months." 

He goes on to say that the Barndoor period went through 
the end of February 1955 and that production at the Hanover 
plant started March 8, 1956.

Everything prior to January 1, 1955 was Barndoor, made 
in Wolfsburg and model year corresponded to calendar year. 


Everything made after July 31, 1956 was non-Barndoor, made 
in Hanover, with model year August 1 through July 31. This 
all sounded good to me. Finally, succinct summary of produc- 
tion dates. But, wait a minute. I have production dates too. 
Because of the VW sequential chassis numbering for 1957 to 
1964 model years, I'll buy the August-thru-July model year. 
But, for the 1965, 1966 and 1967 buses (3rd digit of 
VIN=model year) in the Registry I found:

Thus, VW was still making a 1965 model in July 1965 
and a 1967 model in July 1967. In 1966 and 1967 they were 


already manufacturing a product not officially "introduced" 
until August. I've learned to take all official edicts on VW 
production with a grain of salt and consider them good 
generalities. 

Mr. Shuler's book is an excellent resource for any VW 
lover. Monday through Friday, this model year or that, exactly 
what day your bus was made matters less than the fact that it's 
still here. On page 111 of Mr. Shuler's book is the one day that 
remains my favorite. It's the day someone photographed the 

Transporter assembly line at Hanover. As partially- 
assembled frames roll by, plant workers have the view most of 
us would love to duplicate. The frames are turned at a conve- 
nient work angle (no body sheet metal on the frames yet) so 
the workers can easily put the next outrigger or cross brace in 
place. Thirty or forty years later most of our buses need the 
same treatment because of rust. Unfortunately, we don't have 
this option available.

When you realize you are a traveller, you 
do your best to travel. Leaving southern New 
Mexico in the summer for hopefully cooler 
environs in the north is a good reason to 
travel. The nature of travel is adventure, and 
after spending three years remodeling our 
home we needed some adventure! 

When you have Melvan, our 1962 
double-door camper who has hots for tearing 
up and down the roads, you have the perfect 
vehicle to take you away... Each moment 
bringing anticipation for adventure! 

We were to be gone 3-1/2 months, 
travelling over 10,000 miles, taking more stuff 
(including an inflatable boat and our bikes) 
than we needed, so we didn't want to schlep an 
extra engine or a trunk load of extra parts. 

Bill went through Melvan inch by inch, 
replacing the braking system, shocks, ignition 
(went to electronic), rebuilding the carb, 
adjusting the valves, pulling and greasing the 
cables, and doing a lot of grunge maintenance until we 
were ready to leave June Ist. Our house/cat(s) sitters 
showed up on time and we were off. A year of planning 
seemed to be paying off. 

Our roaming began at Lake Patagonia State Park in 
southern Arizona where we christened "Da Boat", our 9' 
inflatable. Melvan, always the prankster, wouldn't start 
after that first boat ride. (Jealousy?) We'd been gone a 
little over 24 hours, and our stomachs sank without the 
usual roar of the engine. But it was only a disconnected 
wire to the starter, and we laughed heartily (in relief) 
when we realized Mel had pulled one over on us! 

It was at Lake Patagonia that we realized our trip 
would have to include talking to people in parking lots 
who wanted to talk about Melvan, VWs, and their bus 
days of long ago. We watched people's eyes glaze over 
as their memories returned. For the most part we en- 
joyed this give and take, but there were times when we 
would come back to Melvan, see him surrounded by 
people, and would hide out until the coast was clear. We 
hope, all told, that we were good ambassadors for VW... 
splits in particular. 

We wandered southern Arizona and California 
before going to L.A. and the VW Classic Weekend. We 


hooked up with Daniel Lewis and Tony Koch and the 
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Melvan at entrance to Mt. Robson Park 


Box on Wheels club for a BBQ and urban valley camp- 
ing in San Gabriel the night before the SOTO meet, 
where we re-met three British gents who had come over 
for bus sights and lots of parts. They had circled Melvan 
in a parking lot in Joshua Tree National Park a few days 
earlier. The SOTO meet was interesting, but it was a 
shame to see so many buses not being used as they were 
intended. We met a number of VW aftermarket camper 
experts who tried to figure out who made Mel's interior. 
We've ruled out most of the popular manufacturers and 
think he is either an E-Z or a homebuilt. It would be nice 
to know. We even tried in the following weeks to find 
John Nixon of Sundial, but never could. 

After the show we caravaned (more like careened) 
on the L.A. freeways to Trabuco Canyon O'Neil Regional 
Park (a great place to camp) near Irvine Meadows and 
the Classic. We only lost our way once... the next 
morning on the way to the Classic with Kerry, Vince and 
Alex... it was amazing we made it at all! The number of 
VWs was overwhelming at the Classic; the quality of 
restorations was over-restored for some, realistic for 
most. The space was too small for the numbers that 
turned out, the sound system was terribly inadequate, 
vendors were helpful, price of admission was hard on the 
pocketbook, general air was cut-throaty, and no, we 


would not go back. We gave our thanks to Daniel and 
Tony and headed north. 

Up the Pacific Coast Highway we found our way to 
Lompoc, spending a night in Gert Gehlhaar's backyard. 
Then to the Hearst Castle, Carmel (here Bill jammed his 
toe on a hike to/from Hell and was out of the strenuous 
hiking game for the rest of the trip) and Monterrey (did a 
needed oil change). We cut inland to visit Sequoiah, 
King's Canyon and Yosemite National Parks. Up the 
Gold Highway, the slowest, most twisted, most roller 
coaster road of the trip (thought Mel would crack from 
stress), to Grass Valley and then back out to the coast at 
Fort Bragg. Melvan was tooling along, happy as any 
VW bus could be, and so were we. 

Staying on Highway 1, which had suffered a lot of 
damage from El Nino, especially in California and was 
being rebuilt as we drove along. We made our way up 
the Pacific Coast. At Redwoods National Park we met an 
80 year old couple in a 1978 bubble window who 
wouldn't think of going anywhere without their bus. July 
4th weekend found us in Oregon overlooking the cold 
and rain shrouded Pacific. We had hoped to be in 
Denver in another month for the Bug-In, but it looked 
like that was not to be. However, the Seattle Vintage 
Show was only a few weeks away. On we traveled 
exploring the Oregon and Washington coasts. Had a 
grand view at Cape Flattery, the northwest corner of the 
U.S., of the Pacific Ocean and the Straits of Juan De 
Fuca. On to Vancouver Island (Mel’s first experience 
north of the border) for a weekend in Victoria, then visits 
to Port Townsend, Vashon Island and Seattle July 16th. 

After getting in touch with Scott Mattson from the 
Cascade Kombis, we found autovice and did another 
much needed oil change on Mel. While there, the Gene 
Berg Memorial Cruise Caravan came in. We did oooh’s 
and aaah’s over all the VWs. We hooked up again that 
night at the Burgermeat, which was hosted by the Cas- 
cade Kombis. Saw some bus styles we had never seen 
before and were glad to see so many being used. The 
show the next day was one of the best organized and 
planned VW events we had ever been to. Our hats are 
off to the Cascade Kombis for their efforts. 

After Seattle we headed to Bellingham and Mount 
Baker, Orcas Island in the San Juans, then up to British 
Columbia. After a couple of days at Harrison Hot 
Springs and Sasquatch Provincial Park soaking in the 
cool waters to ward off the heat wave B.C. was having, 
we headed further north to Sorrento and Shuswap Lake 
via Kamploops on the Coquihalla Highway. The bro- 
chure does not tell you that it is the longest, steepest 
paved highway in North America. It also doesn’t men- 
tion that commercial vehicles have a hard time making it 


as we witnessed by the many haulers lining the sides of 
the road. Mel made it, mostly in second gear, his tem- 
perature gauge making us a little worried. Next time we 
will take the Fraser River Valley... not as much of a 
strain. 

The Trans Canada Highway is the only way to get 
from A to B in Canada. The road is well maintained and 
multiple laned. The traffic isn’t bad and most drivers are 
friendly and courteous. We continued north from 
Sorrento, backtracking to Kamploops and up to Mount 
Robson, the highest peak in the Canadian Rockies at 
12,000’+ and the most northern point of our trip. From 
here on out we were on our way home and, believe it or 
not, with still a month and a half to go, we got depressed. 
We were having a great time, seeing friends and family, 
making new friends, seeing sights and doing things we 
had only read about... well... we just didn’t want to think 
about going home. 

But south we went. In Jasper we met Danny and 
Carole Hilleart of Montreal and their metallic gray 
Westfalia. They belong to a VW club with 1000 mem- 
bers who travel together often. On to Lake Louise where 
we had our first real need of a repair shop. We had 
awakened to a flatish tire... holding 20 pounds. It 
wouldn’t pump up at the campground, 12 miles from a 
gas station. We limped into Lake Louise, a full service 
town handling a zillion tourists a day who have come to 
see the beautiful lakes and magnificent hotel. We put 
more air in the tire, but again it wouldn’t hold. It ended 
up we had a bent rim (inside) which needed to be ham- 
mered out. Luckily, Liam was there to help us... You 
guessed it, another split enthusiast! He and his boss got 
us on our way in a few hours, but not before taking 
pictures. Unfortunately when we got to the lakes and 
hotel, the parking lots were jammed. 

Off we went to Banff, then down through 
Kootenay’s and into Montanna and Glacier National 
Park. We wandered western Wyoming, enjoyed 
Yellowstone and the Grand Tetons. The weather was 
hot... Not what we wanted for ourselves or Melvan. We 
were continually having a heat problem with Mel... Bill 
kept loosening the valves, but it seemed nothing worked 
for long. At the Tetons we realized we had a wheel 
bearing going bad, so we hightailed it to Denver in one 
15 hour (thought we would never find our land legs) 
sprint, averaging 45mph. We had lived and worked in 
the Denver area for 30 years so we knew where to go. 
Painter’s Grinding replaced the bearing for us early on a 
Monday morning. It was August 24 and now we were 
ahead of our loose schedule. We were going to the 
Jerome Jamboree as the last of the VW events we would 
hit, but we didn’t want to wander hot Arizona for 3

weeks. We stayed in Denver and 
visited with friends and family, 
drove up Mount Evans, 14,264’, 
(never a problem for Mel - no 
over-heating) and went to movies 
for 2 weeks before heading further 
south to Jerome. 

On the way we spent a few 
days near Creede in the Colorado 
Rockies. We were to go over three 
passes in the next few days: 
Monarch, 11,312’; Slumgullian, 
11,361’; and Wolf Creek, 10,850’. 
We still had a heat problem, and 
Slumgullian, the steepest of the 
three, was almost our undoing. We 
were close to the top when we 
pulled over to cool off. Mel was 
hesitating so badly we gave him 
almost an hour to catch his breath. 
When we started him up he ran

fine until we put him in gear and 
started moving. Then he was 
gasping for air and gas, which we 
gunned with a lot of “come on boy, we’ll make it”, spilling 
from our mouths. We managed to make it to the top. Bill 
adjusted the valves again the next day at the campground. We 
kept speculating on what might be wrong, but could come up 
with nothing concrete other than being overloaded and the 
weather being hot.

A Living

I found a ‘58 Single 
cab out in the country about 
2 years ago. It was really 
tusty....and freshly painted 
in house paint. Nothing 
much of value left on the 
thing. Basically looked like 
it would break in two if you 
tried to move it. 

Well, today I went for 
a bit of a Sunday drive 
today and ended up at the 
“58 single cab again. I saw 
an elderly black gentlemen walking towards the house 
near the bus. I had slowed to take a look at the bus...as I 
did he gave me a very friendly wave and started to walk 
towards us. I parked my ‘57 bug I was driving and went 
to greet the gentlemen. He introduced himself as James 
Johnson. He then commented on my bug and how much 
he liked it. After a brief once over of my bug, we turned 
our attentions to the "58 SC bus. 

I told Mr. Johnson I had noticed his bus before and 
how I noticed it had now sported a 'new' and different fresh 
‘house paint' job. It was quite colorful I might ad!! He 
exclaimed how he had recently finished painting the bus, 
and at his age 80++ that was a feat it was quite proud of. 

I asked Mr. Johnson how long he owned the van, 
and when was the last time it ran? He then told me that 
the bus was his but he never has really driven it much. 
He said he had just parked it where it sits way back in the 
late ‘60's, and that he has never driven it since. 

He said the he had a 'twin' brother who he was very, 
very close to. This bus originally belonged to him. Seems 
his brother bought this “58 SC "new" at the local VW 
dealership, 'Rubini Motors’ which had only just opened for 
business 3 years earlier. He said this was the one and only 
new car his brother had ever owned....he said "my brother 
loved that little truck more then anything,... and always 
took A-1 good care of that little blue VW." 

Well the story turns a bit sad, as he explains how in 
‘68 his brother passed away from a sudden and unex- 
pected illness. He said losing his twin brother, who was 
also his best friend, was quite a shock to him and his 
family. It took him quite some time before he could get 
over his twin brothers passing. Not long after his broth- 
ers death, his brother's wife had mentioned how she 
could not drive that old VW,... and that she did not really 


feel like having it around anymore. Mr. Johnson went on 
to say, "I did not have the heart to see that VW sold, as 
every time I looked at that old VW, I could still see my 
brother driving up the road." He said he then decided to 
trade his sister in-law a decent old ford for the old bus. 
She was elated, and he was quite happy too. Mr Johnson 
said he drove the old VW home. Parked it where it sits 
today and never started the bus up again. 

Every day he would look out his window at the bus 
and it would always remind him of his brother. He would 
wash the bus periodically for the first few years until the 
paint eventually started to deteriorate....then faced with 
this dilemma he decided to paint it himself were it sat 
with some old house paint he had...he did the entire thing 
right down to the flat tires!!! "Now," he exclaims 
" every Fall, near the anniversary of my brothers pass- 
ing, I give the old bus a new coat of paint to keep her 
looking good as my brother would have." 

I took a closer look at the bus and there seems to be 
close to a half inch thick of paint on this thing!!! 

Mr. Johnson is seriously into his 80's now, yet still 
gets out to paint his brothers bus once a year. He said he 
has had people inquire to buy it, but would never sell the 
old bus because it is all he has left of his brother. I asked 
him if I could return to take a picture of the bus to show 
to some friends and tell its story...A light went on in his 
eyes and a smile grew on his face...... I could see he was 
very, very proud. 

I only wish I could not have documented the 
different paint schemes mr. Johnson had applied to this 
bus over the past 30 years!... from now on I will be back 
to take pictures of Mr. Johnson's yearly repaint...and may 
even lend a hand.
